The lust for power w ill drive people to great 
lengths to reach the high places from which pow­ 
er over their fellowmen can be exercised. The 
policy of government bv secrecy and intrigue 
continues to grow like an ever-darkening shadow, 
gradually engulfing one freedom after another. 
Our Founding Fathers verified the historical 
fact that government, although useful and nec­ 
essary, is perpetually dangerous and the most 
difficult force on earth to harness and control. 
In an understandable spirit of fear, they cut 
American government into pieces and nailed 
each part down with positive restraints. 
Every line of e v e r y state and federal constitu­ 
tion made by the Founding Fathers was a limita­ 
tion -- a strong restraining chain upon the 
power of some part of American government. 
Today’s self-styled “ planners” are advocating 
more government spending and taxes, and more 
government direction and control of labor and 
business. They insist that the steady expansion 
of the size, power and cost of federal govern­ 
ment is needed for the good of the country. 
The idea that growth is only possible when 
planned, controlled, and directed by a central 
government is as false as communism is illogi­ 
cal. 
Centralism is a perilous path for the American 
people to follow, and it can only lead to frustra­ 
tion and national weakness, In fact, this con­ 
centration of power is the very essence of 
totalitarianism. Advocates of centralism use the 
nation’s need for faster economic growth to jus­ 
tify more spending and control by the govern­ 
ment. It is now an admitted fact that many high 
officials in government desire “ controlled so ­ 
cialism ,” which simply means subjection of the 
people to the planning of a few. 
Today we desperately need more public officials 
who provide real leadership with the backing 
of people interested in preserving our freedom 
and independence. Perhaps our first goal should 
be to redeem our moral values according to the 
intent of the Constitution. 
We must recognize that greater government 
spending cannot correct all human ills and that 
it is not the answer to the problem facing us. 
If we are to build well for the world of tomor­ 
row, it is important to continue our scientific 
and technical development. 
It is equally im­ 
portant to continue the development of our 
defense establishment to preserve our freedom 
from those who would build a world of tomorrow 
devoid of freedom. 
Of even greater importance is the moral and 
spiritual development of man. This 
is the 
most challenging of all. 
There are many hazards of all-powerful gov­ 
ernment, and they are dangerously multiplied 
when agencies are given excess funds, man­ 
power and authority. 
We have allowed and 
sometimes encouraged government to implement 
complex structures of regulations and controls, 
subsidies, gifts, grants, loans, and benefits. 
Government has been given a great deal more 
power than it should have. 
A member of the United States Congress has 
said: 
“ I believe that exploitation of human needs 
and problems for the purpose of completely 
centralizing and federalizing our governmental 
activities in this country represents a cure that 
is far deadlier than the existing ills.” 
We need men in government who believe firm­ 
ly in the fundamental basis of American free­ 
dom and who practice it. The American people 
must have statesmen, not mere politieans, if 
our nation is to survive. We hope members 
of 
the United 
States Congress will unite in 
stri\ ing to save the personal freedom of Amer­ 
ica, and concern themselves with what is best 
for America instead of wrhat is best for their 
party.

SECURITY? 
The amount taken In by the 
Social Security system and paid 
out by it has grown with each 
passing year so that it has be­ 
come an increasingly large part 
of 
the 
total of the 
nation’s 
transactions. 
Even without the possible pas­ 
sage of Medicare — Social 
Security 
transactions 
would 


grow this year. With Medicare, 
the taxes would rise atx>ut $2.8 
billion. 
This has caused some brow 
furrowing in Washington among 
those 
who believe that pros­ 
perity depends upon the Gov­ 
ernment’s 
paying 
out 
more 
money each year than it takes 
in. They point to the fact that 
these new taxes bulk larger 
than the $1.75 billion trim In 
excise taxes which is expected. 
This leads to the argument that 
the Social Security taxes should 
not be larger than needed to 
pay out current benefits — that 
despite the enormous new ot>- 
ligations that are to tx’ as­ 
sumed the reserves should not 
grow to meet them at all. 
This should pretty well dis­ 
pose of the argument that to­ 
day’s workers will tx* putting 
aside money through the sys­ 
tem during their earning years 
to cover medical expenses in 
their old age. 
But more important is that the 
•Social Security system upon 
which so many rely for support 
in their old age is apparently 
to become just another tool 
for manipulation of the economy 
at the cost of shaving the re­ 
serves. 
There’s little excuse for this. 
Social Security taxes either are 
paid out currently or invested 
in U. S. bonds. If they go Into 
bonds in these deficit - ridden 
tim es, the Government merely 
takes less out of the economy 
through borrowing from other 
sources. 
Any slight advantage that might 


accrue by pumping up the Gross 
National Product figure slightly 
--even lf that really resu lts-- 
does not justify tinkering with 
the integrity of the system.

WASHINGTON, 
I). C.: — If 
national awards for outspoken 
bluntness ever are handed out, 
the first prize will go to tile 
candid George Meany, A m er­ 
ica’s “ Mr. Labor.” 
This leader of 13 million un­ 
ionists, says what he thinks -- 
and lately he has been giving 
much thought to those in our 
government who believe 
that 
political coexistence 
with the 
Soviet Union is the wray to keep 
the Russ Lins from falling back 
into 
Chinese 
CommunLsts* 
arms. 
So Mr. Meany, who lumps Mus­ 
solini, 
Hitler, 
Khrushchev, 
Kosygin, 
Brezhnev and Mao 
T se-Tung, all In one distaste­ 
ful heap, plans to express some 
strong opinions on the matter 
to President Johnson, Secretary 
of State Rusk, UN Ambassador 
A dial Stevenson and Labor Sec­ 
retary Willard Wlrtz. Appoint­ 
ments for these confrontations 
now are tieing made. 
Behind Mr. Meany’s 
deter­ 
mination to talk bluntly to the 
men who guide America’s world 
diplomacy Is a story which l>e- 
gan In a palace overlooking the 
Lake and the lovely Rhone Riv­ 
er In Geneva, Switzerland. 
That palace houses a power­ 
ful world body, not very familiar 
to, nor much 
observed by the 
American 
public. The 114- 
nation unit is known as the In­ 
ternational L alo r Organization 
--m ost 
always 
referred to 
sui th t I. L. O. 
Though part of the United Na­ 
tions, 
it is virtually 
auto­ 
nomous. It makes decisions af­ 
fecting hundreds of millions of 
working people. It Issues r e ­ 
ports 
which 
affect business 
activity and union action. It 
sends 
investigating com m is­ 
sions into many lands. Its in­ 
fluence is subtle, but power­ 
ful. 
Instead of am bassadors, each 
member 
nation 
sends 
a 
tripartite group -- made up of 
representatives each of lalxor, 
industry and the government. 
They, in turn, elect members 
of the ILO committees and the 
central governing body. One set 
of 
such 
global 
committees 
elected last month is called the 
Industry group -- 
each com­ 
mittee covering one industry 
such 
as steel, coal, textile, 
communications, 
transport:! - 
tlon, 
construction 
and pe­ 
troleum. 
No delegate 
from eight af­ 
filiated Communist nations was 
elected to any Industry com­ 
mittee. This angered the Com­ 
munists. They demanded as­ 
signment to the units. 
The 
Communists* 
strategy 
was obvious. They sought to 
dump the elective system and 
win the right to places on the 
committee oil the theory that, 


as Communists, they had the 
right to representation. 
Once they estabustled tills p re ­ 
cedent they would be well on 
their way to another objective. 
The Communist bloc always has 
wanted to name the first Dep­ 
uty Director General of the ll-O. 
This would give them second 
place in the chain of command. 
So ILO Director General Dave 
Morse, who hardly Is one of 
Mr. Meany’s favorite people, 
discussed the m atter with the 
official U. S. Government dele­ 
gate -- Assistant Secretary of 
Labor George Weaver, a form­ 
er CTO official. 
Mr. 
Weaver telephoned the 
State Dept, in Washington. He 
was told to discuss policy and 
procedure with the American 
labor and Industry delegates. 
Shortly 
after 
this trans- 
Atlantlc 
conversation, 
Mr. 
Weaver speaking for the U. S., 
agreed to place the delegates 
from the Communist nations on 
the committees to which they 
had not been elected. 
When the American Iabor dele­ 
gate, machinist 
Rudy 
Faupl, 
heard of this move, he tele­ 
phoned Mr. Meany from Gene­ 
va. Mr. Faupl told his chief 
that he had not been consulted 
by Mr. Weaver, though 
the 
tripartite delegation 
is sup­ 
posed to act as a unit. 
Mr. Meany told Mr. Faupl to 
pack his bags and return to the 
U. S. 
Mr. Meany did this on 
two counts -- refusal to be by­ 
passed and disagreement with 
the policy of softness towards 
the Soviets by those who t>e- 
lieve that this would pull the 
U. S. S. R. further from tile 
Communist Chinese. 
Sometime later, on April 8, 
an angry George Meany de­ 
nounced Mr. Weaver during a 
closed, special session of the 
AFL-CIO Executive Council. 
Mr. Weaver was strongly de­ 
fended by Jim Carey, with whom 
Mr. Weaver has lx»en associated 
for 16 years before Incoming 
assistant secretary of lalxir. 
The words exchanged were as 
hot as Hie Issue.

We 
have allowed and 
som etim es encouraged government to implement 
com plex structures of regulations and controls, 
subsidies, gifts, grants, loans, and benefits. 
Government has been given a great deal more 
power than it should have. 
A m em ber of the United States Congress has 
said: 
I believe that exploitation of human needs 
and problem s for the purpose of com pletely 
centralizing and iederalizing our governmental 
activities in this country represents a cure that 
is far deadlier than the existing ills .” 
We need men in government who believe firm -

THE VOICE IS BEING HEARD IN OUR I.AND 
The voice of the American people can be a 
mighty voice, and it can be heard in Washing­ 
ton and in the local community. 
Today m ore people are not only saying they 
have had enough, but that they have had too 
much; too much interference by government 
in their affairs; too much meddling; and too 
much planning of their everyday li\es. 
We do not need specialists or bureaucrats to 
plan our lives. What we do need is loss govern­ 
ment in Washington and m ore responsibility 
by the people. We need fewer som ething-for- 
nothing ideas and m ore of the do-it-yourself 
approach. 
More than a thousand years ago, Augustine 
wrote: 
“ The desire for power over our equals is an 
intolerable lust of the human soul.” 
The truth uncovers not onh the motivation of 
communism but the explanation of much that 
goes on in the involved realm of Am erican 
polities. 
The lust for power will drive people to great 
lengths to reach the high places from which pow­ 
e r over their fellowmen can be exercised. The 
policy of government by secrecy and intrigue 
continues to grow like an ever-darkening shadow, 
gradually engulfing one freedom after another. 
Our Founding F athers verified the historical 
fact that government, although useful and nec­ 
essa ry , is perpetually dangerous and the most 
difficult force on earth to h arness and control. 
In an understandable spirit of fear, they cut 
Am erican government into pieces and nailed 
each part down with positive r e s tra in ts . 
Every line of every state and federal constitu­ 
tion made by the Founding F ath e rs was a lim ita­ 
tion - - a strong restraining chain upon the 
power of some part of A m erican government. 
Today’s self-styled “ pla n n ers” a re advocating 
m o re government spending and taxes, and m ore 
government direction and control of labor and 
business. They insist that the steady expansion 
of the size, power and cost of federal govern­ 
ment is needed for the good of the country. 
The idea that growth is only possible when 
planned, controlled, and directed by a central 
g o v e r n m e n t is as false as com m unism is illogi­ 
cal. 
C entralism is a perilous path for the American 
people to follow , and it can only lead to f r u s tr a ­ 
tion and national weakness. In fact, this con­ 
centration of power is the very essence of 
totalitarianism . Advocates of cen tralism use the 
nation’s need for faster economic growth to ju s­ 
tify m ore spending and control by the govern­ 
ment. It is now an admitted fact that many high 
officials in government desire “ controlled so­ 
c ia lis m ,” which simply m eans subjection of the 
people to the planning of a few’. 
Today we desperately need m ore public officials 
who provide real leadership with the backing 
of people interested in preserv in g our freedom 
and independence. Perhaps our first goal should 
be to redeem our m oral values according to the 
intent of the Constitution. 
We must recognize that g re a te r government 
spending cannot c o rre c t all human ills and that 
it is not the answer to the problem facing us. 
If we are to build well for the world of to m o r­ 
row, it is important to continue our scientific 
and technical development. 
It is equally im ­ 
portant 
to continue 
the development of our 
defense establishment to p re s e rv e our freedom 
from those who would build a world of tom orrow 
devoid of freedom. 
Of even greater importance is the m oral and 
spiritual development 
of man. 
This 
is the 
most challenging of all. 
T here are many hazards of all-powerful gov­ 
ernm ent, and they a re dangerously multiplied 
when agencies a re given excess funds, m an­ 
power 
and authority. 
We 
have allowed and 
som etim es encouraged government to implement 
complex stru ctu re s of regulations and controls, 
subsidies, gifts, grants, loans, and benefits. 
Government has been given a great deal m ore 
power than it should have. 
A m e m b er of the United States Congress has 
said: 
“ I believe that exploitation of human needs 
and problem s for the purpose of completely 
centralizing and federalizing our governmental 
activities in this country re p resen ts a cure that 
is far deadlier than the existing ills.” 
We need men in government who believe f ir m ­ 
ly in the fundamental basis of American f r e e ­ 
dom and who practice it. The American people 
must have statesm en, not m e re politieans, if 
our nation is to survive. We hope m e m b ers 
of 
the United 
States Congress will unite in 
striving to save the personal freedom of A m e r­ 
ica, and concern them selves with what is best 
for A m erica instead of w'hat is best for their 
party.

For this is the week set aside 
to honor those darlings of the 
U. S, business world - the na­ 
tion’s secretaries. 
The emergence of Tillie the 
Toiler as the glamor girl of 
commerce 
took a long time. 
It togan with the creation of 
her tools. A Frenchman named 
Pascal invented the adding ma­ 
chine 
in 
1642. 
An Austrian 
named Mitterhoffer came up 
with the first typewriter in 1864. 
In 
1892 an American named 
Duncan invented the Addresso- 
graph. 
The era of the high stool and 
the quill pen was over. But as 
late as the end of the 19th 
century, old - fashioned execu­ 
tives 
still thought woman’s 
place was in the home. 
Two world wars changed all 
that. Women play a major role 
in business now. 
Today’s Tillie the Toiler has 
become the right hand of her 
boss. She is trim, efficient, and 
as well - dressed as the average 
debutante. She can mix a m a r­ 
tini, if necessary, as well as 
take a letter, and she may have 
an air-conditioned office of her 
own 
and command a salary 
up to $10,000 or more. 
And tier future looks even 
brighter. 
“ Automation 
is 
opening up 
more secretarial positions and 
bringing about more changes in 
the secretarial role than any 
innovation since the typewrit­ 
e r ,” said Rboert E. Murray, 
vice president of the McGraw- 


Edison’s Voicewriter division. 
“ Since 1950, the number 
of 
secretaries, stenographers and 
typists in the United States has 
increased by 45 per cent, mak­ 
ing for a total of well over two 
million.” 
The average “ Miss Typewrit­ 
e r ” no longer is a teen-age girl 
trying to earn a little spending 
money while waiting to land a 
man, 
“ Over 50 per cent are mar­ 
ried,” said Murray, “ close to 
50 per cent are over 40, and a 
steadily increasing percentage 
are mature women with chil­ 
dren in school or college, who 
are in the secretarial whirl the 
second time around.” 
The $10,000 a year salary, of 
course, may be only a golden 
goal to most secretaries, but the 
record shows that with increas­ 
ing responsibilities their pay 
has gone steadily up. 
The number making $100 
a 
week or more jumped from 5 
p fr cent in 1955 to over 28 per 
cent in 1964. Some 17 per cent 
now get three-week paid vaca­ 
tions, and 6 per cent get four 
weeks off. 
As the computer age brings 
m ore responsibilities to secre­ 
taries, 
their 
employers are 
courting them with such 
new 
fringe benefits as office built- 
in kitchens, flower-decorated 
rest rooms and sun parlors, 
back - ground music and even 
shifting wall colors to follow 
fashion trends.

hind the Soviets’ announced in­ 
tention of sighing the 1883 inter­ 
national agreement on patents 
is eminently practical and only 
incidentally altrustic.

CHANGE IN SOCIAL 
SECURITY? 
The amount taken in by the 
Social Security system and paid 
out by it has grown with each 
passing year so that it has be­ 
come an increasingly large part 
of 
the 
total of the 
nation’s 
transactions. 
Even without the possible pas­ 
sage of Medicare — Social 
Security 
transactions 
would 


grow this year. With Medicare, 
the taxes would rise atout $2.8 
billion. 
This has caused some brow 
furrowing in Washington among 
those 
who believe that pros­ 
perity depends upon the Gov­ 
ernm ent’s 
paying 
out 
more 
money each year than it takes 
in. They point to the fact that 
these new taxes bulk larger 
than the $1.75 billion trim In 
excise taxes which is expected. 
This leads to the argument that 
the Social Security taxes should 
not Ik? larger than needed to 
pay out current benefits — that 
despite the enormous new ob­ 
ligations that are to be as­ 
sumed the reserves should not 
grow to meet them at all. 
This should pretty well dis­ 
pose of the argument that to­ 
day’s workers will be putting 
aside money through the sys­ 
tem during their earning years 
to cover medical expenses in 
their old age. 
But more important is that the 
Social Security system upon 
which so many rely for support 
in their old age is apparently 
to become just another tool 
for manipulation of the economy 
at the cost of shaving the re­ 
serves. 
There’s little excuse for this. 
Social Security taxes either are 
paid out currently or invested 
in U. S. bonds. If they go Into 
bonds in these deficit - ridden 
tim es, the Government merely 
takes less out of the economy 
through borrowing from other 
sources. 
Any slight advantage that might 


accrue by pumping up the Gross 
National Product figure slightly 
--even if that really resu lts-- 
does not justify tinkering with 
the 
integrity of the system.

LONDON— The British have 
been our best friends and most 
loyal supporters in the Viet­ 
namese Imbroglio, through pri­ 
vately they have moments of 
unhappiness. 
One of these came when Prime 
Minister Wilson telephoned his 
Foreign 
Minister, 
Michael 
Stewart, 
in 
Washington 
in­ 
structing him to register a firm 
protest against the use of riot 
gas in South Viet Nam. 
Stewart did so — direct to 
President Johnson. But neither 
the American nor British public 
knew what happened afterward. 
The 
persuasive 
President 
Johnson, at this point some­ 
what indignant, gave the British 
Foreign Minister such a sales 
talk on the fact that riot gas 
was used all over the world 
and was so much better than 
killing people that Stewart, in 
his speech before the National 
P ress 
Club 
later 
that day, 
trimm ed his sails. After putting 
his 
government 
on 
record 
against the use of gas, he added 
that Britain had confidence in 
the good judgment of the United 
States. 
What the P ress Club didn’t 
know was that this exceeded his 
Instructions. He had no authori­ 
ty 
to express confidence 
in 
American judgment. 
Before Stewart got to New 
York en route to London, the 
indefatigable 
Lyndon Johnson 
had looked up and sent him the 
record of 123 cases wherein 
the 
British had used exactly 
the same 
kind of riot gas. 
As many a Senator could have 
told 
the 
British 
Foreign 
Minister, Lyndon does not take 
“ No” for an answer. 
PEACE IN LONDON 
London is serene* and peace­ 
ful. The last thing it wants is 
war over a country 7,000 miles 
away in Southeast Asia. London 
has spent about 19 years re­ 
covering from the effects of the 
last war. Moscow had worked 
day and night to rebuild — is 
still working. London followed 
a more leisurely pace, and only 
in recent years have the s k e le ­ 
tons of tom tod - out buildings 
and the rubble left by Hitler’s

bombers 
disappeared 
from 
along liond and regent streets. 
Today, however, the Daffodils 
are gay in Hyde 
Park; the 
Crocuses are blue and orange 
on the terrace alongside Buck­ 
ingham Palace. A trim coach 
bearing the Royal Arms of the 
Queen drives by, pulled by two 
spanking Greys, curried 
and 
combed as if they had just come 
from Elizabeth Arden’s. 
Towering above Buckingham

London is not expecting

Showdown with Dean Rusk, et 
al., on Policy Towards Soviets 
WASHINGTON, 
D. C.: — If 
national awards for outspoken 
bluntness ever are handed out, 
the first prize will go to the 
candid George Meany, A m er­ 
ica’s “ Mr. Labor.” 
This leader of 13 million un­ 
ionists, says what he thinks — 
and lately he has been giving 
much thought to those In our 
government who believe 
that 
political coexistence 
with the 
Soviet Union is the way to keep 
the Russians from falling back 
into 
Chinese 
Communists’ 
arms. 
So Mr. Meany, who lumps Mus­ 
solini, 
Hitler, 
Khrushchev, 
Kosygin, 
Brezhnev and Mao 
Tse-Tung, all in one distaste­ 
ful heap, plans to express some 
strong opinions on the matter 
to President Johnson, Secretary 
of State Rusk, UN Ambassador 
Adlai Stevenson and Labor Sec­ 
retary Willard Wlrtz. Appoint­ 
ments for these confrontations 
now are being made. 
Behind Mr. Meany’s 
deter­ 
mination to talk bluntly to the 
men who guide America’s world 
diplomacy is a story which to - 
gan in a palace overlooking the 
Lake and the lovely Rhone Riv­ 
er in Geneva, Switzerland. 
That palace houses a power­ 
ful world body, not very familiar 
to, nor much 
observed by the 
American 
public. The 114- 
nation unit is known as the In­ 
ternational Lal>or Organization 
--m ost 
always 
referred to 
as the I. L. O. 
Though part of the United Na­ 
tions, 
It Is virtually 
auto­ 
nomous. It makes decisions af­ 
fecting hundreds of millions of 
working people. It Issues r e ­ 
ports 
which 
affect business 
activity and union action. It 
sends 
Investigating com mis­ 
sions into many lands. Its In­ 
fluence Is subtle, but power­ 
ful. 
Instead of am bassadors, each 
m em tor 
nation 
sends 
a 
tripartite group -- made up of 
representatives each of lat>or, 
Industry and the government. 
They, In turn, elect members 
of the ILO committees and the 
central governing tody. One set 
of 
such 
global 
committees 
elected last month Is called the 
Industry group -- 
each com­ 
mittee covering one Industry 
such as steel, coal, textile, 
communications, 
transporta­ 
tion, 
construction 
and pe­ 
troleum. 
No delegate from eight af­ 
filiated Communist nations was 
elected to any industry com­ 
mittee. Tills angered the Com­ 
munists. 
They demanded as­ 
signment to the units. 
The 
Communists’ 
strategy 
was obvious. They sought to 
dump the elective system and 
win the right to places on the 
committee on the theory that, 


the 
as Communists, they had 
right to representation. 
Once they established this p re ­ 
cedent they would be well on 
their way to another objective. 
The Communist bloc always has 
wanted to name the first Dep­ 
uty Director General of the ILO. 
This would give them second 
place in the chain of command. 
So ILO Director General Dave 
Morse, who hardly is one of 
Mr. Meany’s favorite people, 
discussed the matter with the 
official U. S. Government dele­ 
gate -- Assistant Secretary of 
Labor George Weaver, a form­ 
er CIO official. 
Mr. 
Weaver telephoned the 
State Dept. In Washington. He 
was told to discuss policy and 
procedure with the American 
labor and industry delegates. 
Shortly 
after 
this trans- 
Atlantic 
conversation, 
Mr. 
Weaver speaking for the U. S., 
agreed to place the delegates 
from the Communist nations on 
the committees to which they 
had not been elected. 
When the American labor dele­ 
gate, 
machinist Rudy Faupl, 
heard of this move, he tele­ 
phoned Mr. Meany from Gene­ 
va. Mr. Faupl told his chief 
that he had not been consulted 
by Mr. Weaver, though 
the 
tripartite delegation 
is sup­ 
posed to act as a unit. 
Mr. Meany told Mr. Faupl to 
pack his bags and return to the 
U. S. 
Mr. Meany did this on 
two counts -- refusal to to by­ 
passed and disagreement with 
the policy of softness towards 
the Soviets by those who to - 
lieve that this would pull the 
U. S. S. R. further front the 
Communist Chinese. 
Sometime later, on April 8, 
an angry George Meany de­ 
nounced Mr. Weaver during a 
closed, special session of the 
AFL-CIO Executive Council. 
Mr. Weaver was strongly de­ 
fended by Jim Carey, with whom 
Mr. Weaver has been associated 
for 16 years before tocomlng 
assistant secretary of lator. 
The words exchanged were as 
hot as the issue. The council 
overwhelmingly approved Mr. 
Meany’s plans for a showdown 
with the government 
officials 
involved — Dean Rusk, Adlai | 
Stevenson, Willard Wlrtz 
-- 
and after them, a frank dis­ 
cussion with President John­ 
son. 


This 
is a battle to watch. 
F ar 
more than the virtually 
unknown ILO and its palace 
guard are Involved. 
At Issue are the hardening or 
softening of the national atti­ 
tude towards the Soviets and the 
“ bloc” ; and International trade 
with Communist nations. To Mr. 
Meany 
they’re 
all 
In one 
package. 


And he does not want It de­ 
livered to the force he to -

La- 
v alier then drove iw.iy in De- 
loney's car. 
Newell, driving past, .saw the 
incident. He turned around and 
followed Lavaller on the U. S, 
81 bypass. 
At the north edge of town Lav- 
alier wrecked the Deloney car 
but got out uninjured. Newell 
drove on past some distance and 
warned other drivers not to stop 
at the wreck because the man 
bad I gun. 
F rom 
the other direction, 
however, 
came M, A. Hawkins
